Coiisiiludoîîal â iiiptidnipnt^ Proposed 
—î5‘tate Printiuir by i'onvier Labor 
Is Not Lesireit. 


Specia to the D emocrat . 
J e f f s us OxN C it y, Mo., Jan. 20. 
— The i?ub jiict ol lext b ooks for use 
in the pub lic schools is receiv ings a 
great deal of atteotioo. 
Constitu­ 
tional aniendrnents are proposed 
looking to the furnishing of b ooks 
at the pub lic expense. 
Gov . Dockery today sent a spe­ 
cial message to the general assem­ 
b ly dealing with the sub ject. 
He 
says action should b e had looking 
to the reduction ot the cost of 
b ooks and that a text b ook com­ 
mission should b e prov ided for. 
“ Free text b ooks,’’ the gov ernor 
says, 
tire 
impossib le 
without a 
change in the constitution. 
He 
recommends a change so that each 
county and township may tax it 
self, if so desired, to turnish free 
b ooks to children. 
Superintendent of Pub lic Schools 
W . T. Carrington has taken up the 
sub ject in his annual report, which 
is just from the hands of the primer. 
Some of the facts which he ha-^ 
gathered b ear directly on the issues 
at hand. 
The following excerpts 
are from this re p ort: 
‘Tn the three cities not using the 
adopted texts there are enrolled in 
the schools ab out 120,000 children. 
W hile I hav e nothing at hand upon 
which to b ase an estimate, it is not 
teiiev ed that 
these 
cities spend 
more than $160,000 annually for 
text b ooks. 
The following sum 
marizes my fiading 4 on cost of text 
b ooks in Missouri: 
Numb er of pupils enrolled 
in rural schools ...................4€ )0,ooo 
Numb er of pupils enrolled 
in town tchools .................200,000 
Numb er of pupils enrolled 
in the three city schools. i20,cco 
Av erage cost per pupil in 
rural schools ...................... 47 cents 
Av erage cost per pupil in 
town schools ....................70 cents 
Am ount spent annually in 
rural districts...................$2co,coo 
Amount spent annually in 
town schools .. $140,00. 
Amount spent annually in 
three cities (not to ex­ 
ceed).................................... $160,000 
“ The 720,000 children enrolled 
in all our pub lic schools hav e spent 
in the past six years nearly $3 000,- 
000 for text b ooks, or an annual 
av erage of ab out 70 cents per child. 
“ A prominem educator in pub lic 
address recently said : 
‘The great 
state of Missouri is rich enough to 
furnish ev eiy child in the state 
b ooks free.’ 
If that expression 
was intended to b e taken seriously 
the speaker doub tless meant to con­ 
v ey the idea that b ooks for all the 
children should b e boug ht by the 
stale, paid for out of the state 
treasury, 
and distrib uted to the 
children free. 
Such a thing is not 
done anywhere in America, and so 
far as I know has nev er b een seri­ 
ously proposed. 
“ District ownership for the free 
use of the children in the school is 
w hat is usually meant b y the term 
‘free text b ooks ’ 
W ithout any 
law on the sub ject, Philadelphia, as 
early as 1818. partially supplied its 
schools with 
necessary 
material 
(including text b ooks) to conduct 
the schools. 
For many years the 
St. Louis school b oard has pur­ 
chased out of its school fund all the 
text b ooks used in the first four 
grades, and used them in schools 
just like 
maps, charts, supple­ 
m entary and reference b ooks are 
used in nearly ev ery school in our 
own state, as well as in other 
states. 
* 
“ W herev er this system has b een 
used, it is an outgrow th of condi­ 


tions. 
It has come in large cities j 
firs* b ecause there are iouod the 
extremes in social conditions. Tne 
wealth of the nation is concen­ 
trating in the cities; so is thegre.it 
mass of v ery poor people. 
Under 
such conditions it is most n.itural 
that ev erything necessary to b ring 
cln’ldren into the schools b e sup- 
pl ed at pub lic expense. The noon­ 
day lunch ift fiupolied in ceit« .in 
dis ricts in New York and otlier 
large cities 
Many forms of char­ 
ity are now under pub lic coiuroL 
aud suffering liuraaui^y is relit*v ea 
at pub lic expense. 
This is riuht, 
and as the central zing ir fl jeuces 
b ring b oth wealth unci pov erty into 
greater prominence, it will b e more 
nccetsary to apply sucli nnnedies 
as pub lic ownersliip in many of its 
forms
